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BOISE - The Idaho Supreme Court 
Monday ruled unanimously that the fed- 
eral government has a reserved water 
right on public lands for stock water. 

Justice Jesse Walters, writing for the 
. court, agreed with the federal govern- 
ment that a 72-year-old executive order of 
President Calvin Coolidgc withdrawing 
unreserved public land around water 
sources included reasonable rights to the 
water so that no Individual could lock up 
! > millions of acres of range simply by daim- 
1 ing the scarce water holes. 

“Without the reserved water right for 
’ Such springs and water holes, the purpose 
... would be entirely defeated by Taylor 
. Grazing permittees would not have 
, . water needed for stockwatering purpos- 
es," Walters wrote, reflecting a similar 
' ruling in a Colorado case. 

- — -In-a-second-opinlon,-the court rule'd 4 — 
1 that a longstanding procedure for 
water users to handle excess water in 
southwestern Idaho’s Reynolds Creek 
did not provide a right to the water but 
was necessary for the administration of 
’ water overall and therefore permitted 
as a general provision of the Snake 
River Basin Water Right Adjudication 
proceeding. 

The Idaho Conservation League and 
others had reached a similar agreement 
earlier with Reynolds Creek irrigators 
but it was not accepted by 5th District 
Judge Daniel Hurlbutt. 

Justice Byron Johnson was the only 
dissenter. He argued that to be part of a 
general provision of the adjudication, the 
procedure had to not only be necessary 
for water administration but also declare 
a water right. 

Both rulings were the latest in the 12- 
year-old attempt to sort out some 180,000 
water right claims throughout the Snake 
River Basin. The largest adjudication in 
the nation, it has already cost over $30 
million and could take another decade to 
complete. 

The high court’s decision on stockwater 
rights reversed the ruling 15 months ago 
of Hurlbutt, who discounted the federal 
argument that it was protecting against 
monopolization of water because of a U.S. 
Supreme Court ruling that he said gives 
states control over all unnaviguble water 
within their borders. 

Federal agencies had filed 11,000 
reserved water right claims for water 
used by stockmen who graze public lands 
under permits that in many cases have

WASHINGTON — A drug found to pre- 
vent breast. cancer in half of high-risk 
women also causes serious side effects, 
researchers cautioned Monday, leaving 
women with a complex decision about the 
best course to protect their health. 

“The results tell us that breast cancer 
can be prevented, but there is no-simple 
take-home message," Dr. Richard 
Klausner, head of the National Cancer 
Institute, said at a news conference 
Monday. "There are important and serious 
ride effects from this drug.” 

Because the issue is so complex,’ 
Klausner said the cancer institute is devel- 


oping guidelines to help women and their 
doctors decide when to use. the drug, 
tamoxifen. Tamoxifen should be used only 
by women at high risk, Klausner said. It 
doubles the risk of getting endometrial 
cancer, to that of women on estrogen 
• replacement therapy. Tamoxifen also caus- 
es a'oipling of risk for a blood clot in the 
lungs, a potentially fatal disorder. 

Nevertheless, tests of the drug, first 
reported over the weekend, mark “the first 
time in history that we have evidence that 
breast cancer can not only be treated, but 
also prevented," said Dr. Bernard Fisher, 
an Allegheny University professor and sci- 
entific director of the study that involved 
more than 13,000 women. 1

I n her dismissal of the Paula Jones 
sexual harassment suit against 
Bill Clinton, Judge Susan Webber 
Wright seems to suggest that men 
might be able to get away with 
one free hit on the woman of their choice 
in the workplace. 

Jones failed to prove she suffered any 
employment or economic reversals after 
her meeting with then-Gov. Bill Clinton, 
a meeting at which she alleged he ex :

Judge Wright said even if the al- 
legations were true, it did “not constitute 
severe or pervasive abusive conduct for 
purposes of establishing a hostile work 
environment claim.” Furthermore, she 
. srjid, Paula Jones “did not ns a result of 
the alleged conduct suffer emotional dis- 
tress so severe that no reasonable person 
could endure it” (emphasis mine). It ap- 
pears the judge is applying a subjective 
test for severity. 

I If dropping one’s pants and asking for 
oral serf from a subordinat e is not consid- 
ered severe, what is? As the husband of a 
working woman, the father of two daugh- 
j ters, the father-in-law to two women and 
the grandfather of two girls, I don’t want 
a predatory male in their current or fu- 
ture workplaces thinking he con get 
away with exposing his genitals without 
suffering an appropriate legal penalty. 

Judge Wright also wrote that an indi-

Hamas bombmaker killed by rival, not Israel 

RAMALLAH, West Bank — Palestinian security 
officials cleared Israel on Monday in the death of the 
chief Hamas bombmaker, saying he was shot by a 
rival Hamas member who tried to cover up the slay- 
ing by disfiguring the body in a bomb blast.

An open 
confrontation with Hamas would make it easier for 
Arafat to crack down on the militants, as demanded 
by Israel as a condition for a.troop pullback in the 
West Bank. 

Survey assesses Impact of US. chemicals 

HANOI, Vietnam — Prime Minister Phan Van 
Khai has ordered the first nationwide survey of peo- 
ple affected by toxic chemicals used by US. forces 
during the Vietnam War. 

Results would be used to work out long-term solu- 
tion; to deal with the health problems associated 
with the use of defoliants like Agent Orange and 
other chemicals, the Nhnn Dan newspaper reported 
Monday. 

The survey, to be completed next year, will focus 
on soldiers, government workers arid volunteers 
who either worked or fought in areas sprayed with 
chemicals, and either suffer from illnesses related to 
that exposure or have deformed children. 

35 civilians die In Algerian massacres 

ALGIERS, Algeria — Armed groups killed at 
least 35 civilians in two separate atufeks Monday in 
Algeria, prompting security forces to urge residents 
to take e/zra precautions. 

State-run radio said 27 people were killed near 
Oran, 250 miles west of the capital, Algiers. Eight 
others were slain near M’Sila, 125 miles southeast of 
Algiers. 

Details of the attacks were not immediately avail- 
able and there were no claims of responsibility. 
Such attacks usually are blamed on Muslim extrem- 
ists who have led an insurgency since 1992, when 
the army canceled national elections that a Muslim 


- fundamentalist party was poised to win. 

More than 75,000 people arc estimated to have

SUDBURY, Ontario — A 22-year-old Canadian 
man faces dozens of charges for allegedly cracking 
the computer security codes at NASA and other top 
aerospace facilities in the United States. 

Hie Royal Canadian Mounted Police, which con- 
ducted a 14-month investigation, say a hacker broke 
into the computer systems at the National 
Aeronautics ana Space Administration Center, the 
National Oceanographic and Atmospheric 
Association and Hughes STC, an aerospace firm. 

leak stalls train In Japanese undersea tunnel 

TOKYO — Two of Japan’s famed bullet trains 
short-circuited in on undersea tunnel Monday link- 
ing Japan’s two most populous islands, stranding 
hundreds of passengers under the sea for three 
hours. 

The short circuit was caused by water leaking 
through ceiling at a point three miles from the 
eastern entrance of the Shin Kammon Tunnel. 
That halted the trains from passing through the 
tunnel, which links the southern island of Kyushu 
with the biggest island, Honshu, at Shimonosdd, 
500 miles southwest of Tokyo. 

The 800 passengers stranded inside the tunnel 
endured steam-like heat as power failed inside the 
trains, but the West Japan Railway Co. said no one 
was injured. 

Russia dears Hiller's relatives of war crimes 

MOSCOW — Relatives of Adolf Hitler who were 
arrested after World War II and died in Soviet 
labor camps did not commit the crimes they were 
accused of, a Russian news agency said Monday. 

Five relatives of the Nazi leader were among 
more than 300 Austrians sent to labor camps in 
1945 by Soviet occupation forces, according to an 
investigation by the Russian and Austrian Foreign 
Ministries, the Interfax news agency said. 

The Austrians had been arrested by Soviet coun- 
terintelligence agents and sentenced to 25 years at 
hard labor for alleged “hostile activities" against 
the Soviet Union.

center portrait. 

Andrew Jackson, the nation’s 
seventh president and hero of 
the 1815 Battle of New Orleans, 
will retain his spot on the front of 
the double-sawbucks — so- 
named because the Roman 
numeral XX on 19th century ver- 
sions of the bills looked like two 
sawhorses. The White House still 
will be portrayed on the back. 

The Treasury Department said 
Monday that Secretary Robert 
Rubin and Federal Reserve 
Chairman Alan Greenspan would 
reveal the new design on May 20 
but the bills won’t show up in 
automated teller machines and 
cash drawera before the falL 

In the fflj-anrime, the Treasury 
Department is preparing a public 
education effort to persuade 


Americans to stop and look at 
money they receive before tuck- 
ing it into their wallets. 

Even the most sophisticated 
anti-counterfeiting features don’t 
work if cash handlers don’t check 
for them.. After the introductions 
of the new 5100 note in March 
1996 and the new S50 Inst 
October, bankers said some busi- 
nesses were stuck with bogus 
bills simply because employees 
weren’t familiar with the new 
designs. 

“In a way it’s a tribute to the 
job the Secret Service does that 
people don’t givp a thought to 
the bills they receive,” said 
Howard Schloss, assistant 
Treasury secretary. 

“But one of the things well be 
stressing is that people should 
take a couple of moments to 
authenticate bills. ... It’s impossi- 
ble to replicate all of the security 
features,” he said. 

Like the portraits of Benjamin 
Franklin on the new SlOOs and 
Ulysses S. Grant on the new SSOs, 
Jackson’s will be surrounded by 
very fine, hard-to-duplicate con- 
centric lines.

Hue Hollins from calling it on Scottie 
Pippcn against Hubert Davis and the 
Knicks in Game 5 of the 1994 NBA ploy- 
• offs. But even those blunders seem small 
compared to ihe famous “Hand of God"~ 
goal scored by Argentine soccer great 
Diego Maradona against England in a 
1986. World Cup quarterfinal. That non- 
call was seen by millions. 

For all that, the real reason pro sports 
leagues bar players from speaking out is 
not to protect the refs' sensibilities or 
their reputations. The system for evaluat- 
ing the performance of officials varies 
from sport to sport, but nobody should be 
kidding himself; it's in everyone’s best 
interests - players and coaches ns Well as 
management - to weed out the incompe- ' 
tents as quickly ns possible. 

Word gets around. The people who run 
the leagues know which players and refs 
have some history between them and 
why. Players like Barkley, and coaches' 
like Bob Knight, don’t really speed the 
. process by going public nil the time with 
complaints. It’s like the boy who cried 
wolf. If anything, it buys their tormentors 
a little extra time.

National park plans to rebury Indian remains

PARK, Colo. (AP) — The skcle- 
tons of 450 Annsazi Indians, more 
than 2,000 bone fragments and a 
vast array of sacred burial goods 
will be reburied this year. 

It will mark the end of five 
years of negotiations between 
Mesa Verde National Park/ where 
some of the skeletons had been 
publicly displayed as late as 1990, 
and descendants of the Anasazi; 

“It’s the right thing to do,” said 
Charles Peterson, chief ranger at 
Mesa Verde. “The remains should 
bo buried with the same rever- 
ence and the same ceremonial 
honor others would receive." 

The Mesa Verde burial is part of 
the 1990 Native American Grave 
Protection and Repatriation Act, 
which requires publicly funded 
facilities throughout the United 
States to return between 600,000 
and 2 million human remains. 

Theexact site. and.date.for.the_ 

reburial in Colorado hasn’t been set. 

Archaeologists, building crews 
and looters at Mesa Verde had 
dug up the graves over the years, 
interrupting the long journey to 
the afterlife for the souls of the 
, Anasazi Indians buried in cen- 
turies-old graves. 

The controversial practice of 
digging up the graves has become 
a human rights issue, said Walter 
Echo-Hawk of the Boulder-based 
Native American Rights Fund. 

Universities and museums 
across the country colled the pil- 
laging of burial sites research and 
said the displays were educational. 

Echo-Hawk and Indian tribes 
call it grave robbing and labeled 
the public displays barbaric

COEUR d’ALENE (AP) — 
Mining companies ore praising a 
federal judge’s ruling the gov- 
ernment must prove in court the 
extent of mining-related damage 
in the Coeur d’Alene River 
basin.

Stanford University research 
presented recently measured 
the cardiovascular distress of 
women caring at home for their 
parents and spouses, all suffer- 
ing from dementia: 

The findings showed that 
heart rates and blood pressure 
of daughters rose more than did 
wives’ during social interactions 
with the ailing loved one. 

Lead researcher Abby King 
said the results need additional 
study but suggested that differ- 
ence may be explained in how 
daughters and wives perceive 
their roles. 

“In general it may be chat 
daughters go into their carcgiv- 
ing relationship withji differ;- , 
ent set of expectations than ‘ 
wives,” said King, an assistant 
professor of health research 
and. policy with the Stanford 
Center for Research in Disease 
Prevention. 

“Wives have taken vows and 
made a commitment to this per- 
son. That’s usually not as 
explicit with children. A lot of 
daughters may resent their 
role,” she said. 

The study, conducted last 
year, involved 81 San Frandsco 
Bay area women between the 
ages of 50 and 85. Each was car- 
ing at home for a parent or 
spouse with dementia resulting 
from Alzheimer’s disease, 
Parkinson’s disease or stroke. 

Some 57 percent of the 
women were wives- caring for 
their husbands, while the rest 
were daughters taking care of a 
mother or father. The daugh- 
ters, on average, were approxi- 
mately eight years younger than 
the wives. 

In a laboratory setting, 
researchers first asked the 
■ women to talk about the nega- 
tive, aspects of their caregiving. 
Then the subjects were told to 
go home and regularly measure 
their blood pressure and heart 
rate during the course of a nor- 
mal day. The women were also 
instructed to make notes on a 
computer. 

During-social-interactions- 

with the ailing relative, the 
daughters’ heart rates and 
blood pressure levels rose sig- 
nificantly more than those of 
the wives. 


“They reported having more; 
difficulty relating to their care 
recipient — their father or 
mother — than did the wives 
and all those reports were 
linked to increases in blood 
pressure and heart rate respons- 
es” King said. 

The results correspond to 
studies that have charted how 
elder caregiving affects mental' 
health, said Dr. Leonard Pearlin, 
professor of sociology at the' 
Unvcrsity of Maryland. 

“When you look instead at? 
psychological outcomes, particu- 
larly depression, you find very? 
parallel results; that daughters,: . 
more than wives, experience 
stress," said Pearlin, who has; 
studied the social effects of 
Alzheimer's disease.
